As'.do from tho 
press services, tbo ivholo number of messages 
Is about 40,000,000, an average of two-thirds of a 
message to each inhabitant. As to quality of tho 
sorvlco, all persons or. any experience In Eu- 
ropean countries unite in recording: tho service 
on Government telegraphs as generally bad, 
•with no accountability or redress for avcn tho 
most flagrant r.cg'Jgonco. It Is more especially 
tarQy and uncertain in delivery when tho mes- 
sago passes over two or moro systems of Gov- 
ernment telegraphs, and the rate of tolls for 
messages passing from ono country to another 
Is always greater than lor lllic distances in this 
country. 


Of the 37,000 telegraph offices in the United 


States moro than threo-fourths are operated by 
railroad companies, -which are obliged to main- 
tain tho stations Tor railroad service; other- 
wise they 
could 
r.ot .be 
maintained ex- 


cept at o loss. Are those all to como into Gov- 
ernment employ? If tho British telegraphic 
system mado a deficit of 82,800,000 a your, a 
Government telegraph ir. the United States 
with four times Its length of linos and three 
nnd ft half tho length of wires to maintain, cov- 
orla£ an area of country twenty times aa great, 
and with, larger salaries, handling only about 
tho same number of messages, and adopting 
tho British rate of tariff, would probably nialto 
a deficiency or $10,000,000 per annum. 


If tho rightful demands of tax-payers should 


require the linos to be branched and extended 
and telegraph stations opened at every post- 
office, tho outlay for tho plant would run up to 
nearly 5500,000,000 and the deficit upon In 
operation bo still'greater. Tl:c aggregate ap- 
pointees would soon exceed 100,000, or dupli- 
cate In number tho present appointees under 
tho administration of tho general Government, 
all of whom would presumably reel hound to 
work m tho Interest of the:rlmmofiiateemploy- 
ers. It would bo tho longest stride ever made 
by ono act toward centralization of power and 
a Significant step In the direction of socialism 
and the theory of parental government.

. A crash like that of an earthquake re- 
echoed through the streets oE the city 
tb.16 morning. 
Windows rattled, -doors 


flew opsn and houees were shaken to 
their foundations. 


Hardly had the stock died away when 


the fire bells clanged out B summons to 
Box 54. At Center avenue and Holmes 
street, close by where the box from which 
the alarm was sent is located, a terrible 
sight met the eye. Timbers and iron work 
were strewn over the ground in every 
direction. Where only a moroant before, 
the boiler house ot Geo. IKastner & Co. 
had stood nothing remained but [a deep 
pit surrounded by smoking debris. 


The cause of tho havoo was only tou 


plain. A ten horse-power horizontal 
boiler had exploded with terrific force, 
sections being thrown through the air 
from three to five hundred feet. 


But the full horror of the disaster was 


not realized until a moment later when 
tho Fire Police began oleariug away tho 
wreak. As they made theif w»y to the 
s^ene of tho explosion 
they found 


stretched out before them the mangled 
body ol Byron Kennedy. 


The unfortunate man must have been 


standing close beside the boiler wnon ihe 
explosion occurred. Ihe top of his head 
had been completely blown away and hia 
brain protruded through a hole as largo 
as a man's hand. -. 


It was only a moment or two before 


Kennedy's discovery, that Mr. James 
Gagen had brought into the open air tho 
body of James Bracken. 
Bracken hud 


been blown up by the explosion, almost 
forty feet. Although his head acd body 
ware both terribly crushed, he was stiJi 
breathing1, but death ensued within a few 
minutes. 


As the unfortunate victims were car- 


ried into the office of the mill, strong 
men shrank from tho awful scone. 
The 


bodies were covered with smnt and mud 
from tbe boiler, and with the blood mat- 
ted in the hair, presented a sickening 
sight. 
They were laid in the office and 


covered with blankets to await the action 
ot .the coroner.

The buildings damaged by the explo- 


sion were the boiler house, which is a 
complete wreck, nothing bat o hole in 
the ground being left to mark the place 
where the boiler and engine stood. In 
front ot tbe toi!«r house and frontiog on 
Holmes street was a frame ware bouse 
for the storage of grain. The rear of 
;his building is badly wrecked, as is tne 
tall brick chimney on tho same building 
lot. .Between the above buildings and 
the main ware or store house is a railway 
tracs built for the oonvenienoe of the 
mill, on this track was a box freight car 
which is totally demolished, fire from 
the furnace was blown across this traok 
into the storage ware houao setting a lot 
ot baled hay on fire, and which for a time 
threatened to destroy the building, but 
the faithful efforts ot the fire department 
soon had the flamea under control. 


Several sheds belonging to the North- 


western railway company, wore demol- 
ished, and some cheep in one of the pens 
were covered up by the falling debris, 
three being killed. Alljthe buildings de- 
stroyed and damaged by the explosion 
and fire, were either on Holmes street or 
in the rear of buildings fronting on thai 
street. The buildings And machinery o" 
Kastner 
& Co. were 
insured with 


tho agency o£ Silas Haynor for Sl',000 
which amount will hardly cover the ICBS. 


The scene in and around tho place was 


one of sad havoc and frightful consterna- 
tion. Tho debris was scattered over the 
streets and buildings for two and three 
blocks, and as one approached tho awfu 
scene he paused as he reached the out- 
lying portions of tho wreck to make a 
careful survey, before venturing too close 
to tho cloud of smoke and steam which 
poured ont of the buildings on fire, lest 
some other explosion might ccour.

The men who coot so sudden and terri- 


ble a death this morning were well 
known throughout Ihe oity. 


Byron Kennedy, whose home is just 


outside the city, not far from Burr Bob- 
bin's farm, had been foreman for Kastner 
i; Oo. for several years. He leaves a 
wife and a two months old son. Mrp 
Kennedy is in very poor health and it ia 
feared that tho shock of her husband's 
death may affect her seriously. 


It is understood that Mr. Kennedy was 


granted a life insurance policy only two 
weeks ago 
James Bracken's home was not far from 
Kennedy's, Bracken was unmarried, and 
cad worked for Kastner & Co. only a fow 
days. He WBS a member of Division No 
3, Auoitnt Order nf Hibernians. 


Kennedy ond Bracken had been seen 


to go into the mill less than five minutes 
before tbe explosion occurred. 


It was at first reported that a third 


viotim was buried in tbo debns but at 
this writing, 2 30 p. m,, nothing to sub- 
stantiate tho report has been found. The 
man who is miseing is Albert Flagg, who 
was employed about one week ago. 
fie 


went into tbe country loet night to attend 
a party and it is not known whether he 
rotorned in time to go to vfork or not. 
He has a family of a wife and two chil- 
dren. 
CjThe explosion took place at 9:29. A 
moment before Mr. Charles St. John 
started from his home on Center avenue 
toward the [.mill. He had crossed the 
street and bad almost reached the mill 


the sidewalk the crash came. The de- 
lay was without doubt the means of sav- 
ing hia life. 


The remains o£ Bracken and Kennedy 


buve been placed :n charge oi Britton & 
Kimball. Mr. Frank D. Kimball WES 
called immediately after the accident and 
prepared tt s bodies for examination by 
the coroner's jury.

The exact cause of the explosion wilj 


probably never be known. No one who 
was in tbe mill at the time survives to 
tell tho amount ot steam the boiler had 
at ths time, or what the unfortunate men 
were doing. The boiler was an ordinary 
ten-horso power horizontal, and bad been 
iauEe u nnmbsr ot years. 
It passed 


tnrough the fire at tbo "National" mills 
on .North Main street on December 20, 
18SO, when it was moved to the Kastner 
mills. 
In its wrecked condition, the 


piece appears defective, and many were 
the expressions of "criminal careless- 
ness" by the crowd 
who inspected 


the several pieces. 


Geo. Kastnor's residence on Center 


avenue, quite 500 feet from the boiler 
house, narrowly escaped destruction. A 
large piece of tho boiler struck the ver- 
anda end rolled off ioto the snow. The 
window blinds were torn from their fast- 
enings in somo caseo, and the front ut the 
house wcs spattered with mud from the 
boiler. 


Tho residence of John Nelson, a block 


below, also had a 
1 narrow escape, as a 


portion ot 
the machinery struck his 


domicile. 


The tall chimnoy used in connection 


with the boiler, is wrecked, and will 
probably be taken down. 


The stock-yards were damaged to tbo 


extent oC one or two hundred dollars. 
One large section of the boiler alighted 
on a low shed some three hundred feet 
distant. Pn-ces of machinery and shaft- 
ing are scattered pretty well over that 
portion of tbe fifth ward. 


Mrs. Kastner informed a Gazette re- 


porter that the mill had not been run- 
ning foi some time past. The b;iler 
had only been used to heat Ihe building 
and to keep ice from the pipes while the 
men were treeing chickens for W. F. 
Oarle. This may in part account lor tte 
explosion—the boilerimight have beer 
Qred too heavily, or the water been too 


w. 
The firm ot Kastner & Co., which owns 


the miil, is composed of James Gagen 
and George Kaetner. Mr. Kastner is 
absent from tbe city but is expected 
homo thin evening.
